The First Steps. 


THE first step toward the general organization 
and a general convention of the book trade has 
been taken, and this, we firmly believe, is the first 
step toward a reform of the evils under which 
the whole trade has been languishing. A full 
report of the organization of the “ Booksellers’ 
Protective Union,” at Cincinnati, will be found 
elsewhere, and in our correspondence columns 
readers will find another sign of the times in the 
news that alocal booksellers’ association has been 
formed at Nashville. Let the good work go on, 
and perhaps the meeting proposed to be held 
January 15, 1874, may become the desired general 
convention itself. 

We are almost sorry to see the word “ protec- 
tive ’’ introduced, as we believe the present move- 
ment should be not hostile, but friendly, as between 
retailers and publishers, and the word is in rather 
bad odor. We repeat that the whole trade, from 
such houses as the Appletons, Harpers, Lippin 
cotts, Osgoods, etc., down to the smallest book- 
Beller in the remotest country town, is alike

interested in this trade reform. What hurts the 
one, hurts the other, and this is the one fact to be 
brought forward, and the one principle to be 
emphasized throughout the whole agitation which 
we trust has begun. 

We hope that the Nashville example will be fol- 
lowed generally throughout the country ; that local 
organizations may be formed in every large place, 
which may send at least delegates to the proposed 
convention. Very much has been accomplished 
in taking the first steps, but the others must 
fol.ow. 


The “ Courtesy " of the American News Co. 


WE have been honored by Mr. Farrelly, of the 
American News Co., with an explanation (printed 
in another column), which we regret to say is 
rather evasive than to the point. In order to make 
the case clear we reprint our simple statement as 
made in the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for October 18: 


The American News Co, having refused to receive pack- 
ages containing the Unrrorm Traps List AnnvAL, for for- 
warding to the private dealers who have requested us to de- 
liver their copies through this house, we art obliged to notify 
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the latter to order their packages sent through any of the other chases of holiday stock, and we trust to receive 


jobbing houses, all of whom have very cheerfully, as is the 
courteous custom of the trade, done this favor to their deal- 
ers. We hold these packages to await such orders, and beg 
the dealers concerned to understand that the delay thus occa- 


sioned is in no way our fault. 

Qui s'excuse s'accuse :—It is nowhere implied 
that the discourtesy of the American News Co, was 
considered by us as a mark of distinction because 
the “ packages” were “of your publication.” Of 
course not, for it was stated to us, in unmistakable 
terms, by representatives of the American News 
Co., that packages for enclosure were refused as 
a rule. Now, Mr. Farrelly says, “if at all, it was 
because we forward only such as may be inserted 
in a case that may be packing for some customer.” 
The fact is, that when, in accordance with instruc- 
tions received from their customers, a number of 
packages were presented to the American News 
Co., their refusal was made without any excep- 
tion, and as not even the presented list of addresses 
was examined, it happened that the orders of some 
of their own branches were left unnoticed. Thus, 
either the American News Co. had no cases pack- 
ing for any customers, or some one made a mis- 
statement. One fact cannot be denied. The 
American News Co. has disregarded the distinct 
orders and wishes of their customers, and we have 
received letters from some of them expressing their 
surprise in strong language. And justly so, The 
practice of enclosing packages is an old-estab- 
lished courtesy in the book trade, not only in the 
United States but in all civilized countries; in fact 
—Mr. Farrelly’s unexpressed views in this matter 
notwithstanding—not simply a courtesy, but a mat- 
ter-of-course policy with every jobbing business. 
We are confident that the American News Co. 
owes its well-earned success to more obliging and 
less high-handed manners than are actually prac- 
tised at that establishment; in other words, to a 
time when packages for enclosure were received 
gladly and—courteously.

, The Trade Sales.—Another Voice. 


New York, Oct. 21, 1873. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

WE have read with much interest the letter of 
“General Trade ’’ in your last issue, and agree 
with it in every particular. We have conversed 
with contributors to these trade sales who would 
all agree to the statements there made, and when 
asked, ‘“‘ Why do you contribute to sales detriment- 
al to your interests, as you believe them to be?”’ 
reply always, ‘ Because the others do.” 

The first thing to be done to bring about a re- 
form in the matter of underselling, is to stop the 
trade sales. Of the houses that contributed in- 
voices to the last trade sale, only a small propor- 
tion are those whose issues are of sufficient im- 
portance to attract any buyers, and on this small 
number the success of the sale depends. 

Kighteen of the one hundred invoices to the last 

sale were contributed by houses whose refusal 
would have prevented the sale. Ten of these are 
in New York, five in Boston, and three in Philadel- 
phia. If any psrty as much interested to prevent 
atr de sale as the auctioneer is to have one, should 
take the matter in hand, enough of these houses 
would refuse to contribute to prevent a saie of any 
account, and thus the first important step towards 
the abolition of underselling would be taken. A 
reduction of discount to the trade would enable the 
publishers to reduce the present high retail prices, 
which are only kept up by the prevai.ing methods 
of auctions and large discounts. 
_ Acommentary on the last trade sale is now be- 
ing shown in Boston, where one of the cheap book 
stores is now advertising the best books of Boston's 
largest publishing house, at retail, at 40 per cent. 
discount from their prices “ having been purchased 
at the last trade sale in New York.” 
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We are glad to see the interest that is being / 
shown in this matter of improving the condition of 
booksellers, and hope to see a lasting good accom- 
plished.

Another Affirmative Vote. 


WEsTBROOK, October 27, 1873. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


I AM much pleased at the discussion, in your 
pages, of the character and iafluence of the so- 
called “‘ Trade Sales of Books,” for I am sure if 
publishers ean be made to understand the matter 
in a// its aspects, they will discover the chief source 
of the disorganization and depression which now 
afflicts the book business. The correspondent 
* General Trade ’’ has presented the subject in its 
true light, and I have yet to see the publisher who 
does not admit the correctness of his statements; 
but I have met two or three who shrink from ad- 
mitting the conclusion which he announces—that 
these “ Trade Sales’’ are an evil with not one re- 
deeming virtue. 

This is due, I think, to a desire to foster an 
auction room where remainders and “ dead horses ” 
can be worked off at some price. Publishers, in 
their zeal to supply their lists with new books, take 
in a great many things that they 4#ew are poor 
stock, «nd they do this because, they say, ‘if there 
is a failure to sell in the ordinary way, they can 
work off, under the auctioneer’s hammer, and the 
strong incentive of jour months’ credit, any over- 
stock or poor stock. So they sustain the semi-an 
nual auctions—just putting in the sales enough 
good stock to make the auction seem a real Trade 
or general supply affair. 

But is not this a very wretched excuse, at best? 
And how short-sighted must any man be who does 
not see in these auctions a genera/ depreciation in 
book values. You tell bidders that they are to pay 
fair trade rates for their purchases at Clinton Hall, 
and they will of course stay at home; they go there 
fer bargains—to press down prices—to force sales 
at the lowest possible figures, and then to claim 
four months’ credit on such deteriorated rates! 
What use to even try to sell, in the regular way, at 
regular rates, when these semi-annual s/aughéers 
ofier all the supply wanted? No use, as many 
publishers know to their cost. 

The great house of Harpers has, with proper 
good sense, always refused to go into these auc- 
tions with their stock, and, as a consequence, no 
Louse in the trade stands so high for the unvary- 
ing value of their publications. The Trade Sale 
contributors’ books may be hawkec by the Cheap 
Johns of the business, at half off, at retail, but the 
Harpers’ stock everywhere sells at its announced 
publisher’s price, and for the simple reason that 
the Harpers will sof put up their books to be sold 
by aa auctioneer. 

What the Harpers do is for the interests of 
ev ery respectable publisher to do; and if every re- 
spectable house would refuse to contribute to 
these “going—going—gone !” red flag sales, there 
would be very little cry among retailers about the 
cutting of prices, and the loss of trade by Cheap 
John competition. 

I, for one, say these “trade sales’’ are an unmit- 
igated nuisance—an evil that ought to be abated ; 
and I know of only one way to do thi:s—to shut off 
their supplies. If retailers would give a prefer- 
ence in laying in their stocks for the books of 
houses that do sof sell their publications at under 
prices to the bargain seekers, at “trade” auctions, 
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this would, perhaps, compel publishers with heavy 
lists to avoid contributions to Leavitt’s semi-annu- 
al and semi-occasional ad interim sales; and if 
Appleton, Osgood and Scribner would decline 
further codperation with the auctioneers, it would, 
of course, end the influence that now is working 
such demoralization to the entire book business, 
As for myself, I say, away with these “ trade” 
slaughters.

Booksellers’ Associations—An Organization 
in Nashville. 


NASHVILLE, TENN., Oct, 17, 1873. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

I HAVE read all that has been said through the 
columns of the WEEKLY, in regard to “ under- 
selling ”’ and other questions affecting the welfare 
of the trade, and am glad to notice the interest 
manifested by booksellers generally, upon the im- 
portance of united action, to protect ourselves 
from the agzression of publishers, who are en- 
croaching more and more every day upon our 
“rights.” I believe there is not a bookseller in 
the land (with the exception of a few monopolists) 
who does not anxiously desire a general conven- 
tion, and the formation of a national board ot 
trade. The idea has been advanced, the question 
agitated, one or twosuggestions have been offered, 
and Indianapolis has been suggested as a suitable 
place for a general convention, but no time fixed 
or general plan of action advised. 

Permit me to offer the following : Let the book- 
sellers of every city and town form a local board of 
trade, and form such laws and regulations as the 
time and place suggest, and be prepared to send 
delegates to a national convention, to assemble in 
Baltimore, say June 1st or October Ist, 1874. Act 
at once. Organize, organize, ORGANIZE! Let 
Kentucky’s motto be our warning. There wii! be 
sufficient time from this date until then for the 
adjustment of any local differences that may exist 
in the trade, and for a full discussion of our 
‘* grievances,’ and for the elaboration of such 
measures looking toward reform as. will have a 
tendency to make the convention harmonious and 
united. 

I am glad to say that the booksellers of this city, 
recognizing the importance of unity in prices 
(underselling is a game that has been played here), 
have organized the * Nashville Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation,’ on the basis of a previous agreement, to 
maintain retail prices of school and college text- 
books, Messrs. Dunaway, Eastman, and Wheeler 
were elected a committee to draft resolutions. 
And now that we are regularly organized, ready to 
send a delegate to shat convention, pu»lishers may 
expect to hear an earnest protest from the N. B. A. 
against their nefarious practices. Meanwhile, to 
my brethren of the craft everywhere in the United 
States I would say, Prepare to do likewise. _ 

I would also suggest, as a practical finding list 
is so indispensable an article to thelive bookseller, 
that you make and send a blank subscription list 
(naming the amount necessary) to every book- 
seller, so that he could have an opportunity to get 
the thing started. 1 have no doubt that you could 
secure enough names among booksel.ers to start 
it on asecure foundation.

letter from a prominent librarian, which gives inters 
esting testimony on several points.—Eb.] 









I am glad to see that there is such a stir among 
the booksellers, and hope that great good will 
come of it. The complaints which they make re- 
mind me of the time when I was in the trade—and 














doubtless, I should have been there now, a wealthy 
member of the guild, instead of beinga nonentity in 
a library at a small salary; but I had to purchase 
of the same men who supplied teachers, and these 
last generally got better bargains than I did. 

I was brought up to the trade from the time I 
was ten years of age, and I see that it is not what 
it was. It is very difficult to find a respectable se- 
lection of books in any interior city or village ; but 
the so-called book-stores are generally mere depos- 
itories of fancy-goods trash, which glitters and de- 
ludes the populace into purchasing. Ask for a book: 
if new, they remember it and will order it for you ; 
if an old work, they know naught about it. 

Very few are now educated to the book business, 
and never study catalogues or any work relative to 
bibliography. 

In this city there is not a good book-store where 
a general selection is kept, and not a person in the 
trade who really knows aught about books. It is 
a pity that apprentices are not now taken who 
would learn the whole minutiz of the business, 
but I suppose there is no use talking of placing 
matters where they were. Boys are too indepen- 
dent to agree to clerk it for eight or ten years ; the 
bookseller does not interest himself about his clerk; 
and the consequence is, that but few youth remain 
long enough to attain to even the knowledge of the 
rudiments. 

I have spun this too long, so cut to suit. 

Hoping your exertions in this crusade will meet

The Booksellers’ Protective Union. 


PURSUANT to a call issued by several of the 
leading retail booksellers in the West, the repre- 
sentatives of several firms assembled in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, and met in convention at the’ Burnet 
House yesterday. 

After general greetings, congratulations, etc., 
the meeting proceeded to organize by electing for 
president, Abel Low, of Springtield, and for secre- 
tary, Howard L. Ross, of Hamilton. The Presi- 
dent presented the objects of the meeting, and re- 
quested full, free, and liberal discussion of all mat- 
ters of interest to the convention. 

After the reading of many letters of indorsement 
and encouragement from members of the trade 
unable to attend, but heartily anxious to indorse 
and coéperate with any measures deemed advisa- 
ble by the convention, J. W. Gunn, of Springfield, 
addressed the assembly on the subject of pub- 
lishers underselling their wholesale customers. 
He made many points on the issue, beginning 
with the publishers of law books, who discounte- 
nance the dealers almost universally by selling di- 
rect to the profession at equally as good rates as 
to dealers, and going through the catalogue of 
medical, miscellaneous, etc., in a lucid manner, 
quoting instances within his own knowledge, 
which, although including comparatively few firms, 
yet too many to allow the dealers to remain longer 
silent while their trade is and has been in jeopardy 
from such a practice. Some of the remedies sug- 
gested were petitions to publishers to discontinue 























all sales of books at a discount, except to regular 


trade basis; to solicit publishers not to sell to 
dealers who place their stock on retail market at 
wholesale prices. 


On motion of J. W. Gunn, seconded by Mr. S. 


C. Richey, of Oxford, a Committee on Resolu- 
tions, to report at the evening session, was ap- 
pointed, consisting of J. W. Gunn, S. C. Richey, 
and C, B. Ruggles. 
Mr. T. C. O’Kane was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. 


Mr. Ruggles withdrawing, 


Among the numerous difficulties and grievances 


to be obviated were presented the following : 
Wholesale dealers West buy large stocks, expect- 
ing to sell to the Western trade, and afterward are 
prevented by Eastern houses selling to small 
dealers at or near the same rates that large job- 
bers receive ; wholesale dealers, East and West, 
selling to the professions at a discount entirely too 
liberal and preposterous; sellingto private parties ~ 
at a discount ; a few publishers selling to dealers 
at one-third, or very little less, and giving to 
*‘ agents” (very small dealers) from 5 to 20 per 
cent. better. 


The convention adjourned to 7:30 P. M. 
The adjourned session convened at the ap- 


pointed hour, President Low in the chair. 


A letter of congratulation to the signers of the 


“ first call,” from the editor of the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY, was read. 


The report of the Committee on Resolutions 


was as follows, and the convention adopted the 
report unanimously : 


‘* Whereas, The present custom of underselling is destruc- 


tive to the interests of every dealer in the trade, whether 
publisher, jobber, or retail dealer, and the profits of the trade 
are so endangered as to create general complaint, 


** Resolved, ‘That we organize ourselves into an association 


for our mutual protection in trade. 


** Resolved, That this association shall be called ‘The 


Booksellers’ Protective Union.’ The objects of the association 
shall be to secure uniformity of prices, reasonable, but not 
exorbitant profits, and to entirely prevent the practice of sell- 


ing at a discount from retail prices to ay parties not engaged 


directly in the trade, and to effect this, 


“ Resolved, That we appoint a Central Executive Committee 
for the transaction of any business necessary to carry into effect 
these objects. 

“ Resolved, That we address a letter to the publishers 
setting forth these irregularities, and asking for such immediate 
action upon their part as the mutual interests of the publishers 
and trade demand.” 


The following form of letter was adopted, to be 
signed by all the booksellers of the West, and 
forwarded to the publishers and jobbers of books 
as soon as practicable for the Executive Committee 
to secure signatures : 


“ To Book Publishers and Fobbers af Books. 

**GENTLEMEN: At a convention of Western booksellers, 
held at Cincinnati, October 16, 1873, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted : 

“* Whereas, A great irregularity exists in the book trade, 
Viz., publishers and jobbers selling books to persons not in the 
trade at nearly the same discount as to the trade, and in some 
instances at even a greater discount, therefore, 

“ Resolved, 1. That we consider the foregoing irregularity 
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as very detrimental to the interests of both the publishers and 
retail dealers. 

“* Resolved, 2. That the various publishers and jobbers 
throughout the country are under obligations to the trade to 
immediately discontinue this custom, and furnish no one out- 
side the trade with books at any other than the regular retail 
prices, except school books for_/irst introduction.” 

The undersigned retail booksellers call your attention to the 
above resolutions, and respectfully request that you comply 
with the second resolution.

AN OUTLINESTUDY OF MAN, by Mark Hop- 
kins. (Scribner, Armstrong & Co.) The sub- 
stance of this volume was first given to the 
public in lectures delivered before the Lowell In- 
stitute. The lectures were altogether an experi- 
ment with Dr. Hopkins. He inaugurated them 
to simplify and popularize the study of metaphys- 
ics. He conceived that this intricate subject 
might be taught more clearly and in a more com- 
prehensive manner than had ever been attempted. 
In delivering his lectures he called into requisi- 
tion a blackboard, upon which he illustrated, with 
the aid of diagrams, his progress in a striking 
manner, presenting, probably for the first time, an 
abstract science to the understanding, through the 
medium of sight. Of course in reading the lec- 
tures the want of this assistant causes them to lose 
somewhat in that directness which characterized 
their delivery, still the author never fails to make 
himself understood, and we do not doubt but that 
the work will be quite as signal a success as were 


the lectures. 1t presents man in his unity. Mind 
and body are brought into one system. The av 
thor makes no attempt to be either critical or con- 
troversial. His method is merely constructive, 
Man is made the basis of it, and such studies as 
anatomy, physiology, logic, and morals, which 
pertain to him, are treated of briefly and in good 
plain English as they arise. It is remarkable how 
much information is given in so limited a space, 
and how fresh and interesting even to the popular 
taste the contents of the book will be found. 12mo,

His MARRIAGE Vow, by Mrs. Caroline F. 
Corbin. (Lee & Shepard.) It would seem with 
American writers, of the fair sex especially, as if 
the novel, pure and simple, was numbered among 
the “ lost arts.’ Fiction, with the majority of them, 
is but a vehicle for the ventilation of a peculiar 
view of an abstract question, either moral or re- 
ligious, or the discussion of some new theory of 
platonic or plutonic love. Mrs. Corbin’s novel 
is not an exception to the rule. It deals with 
several questions of the day, and gives us as a hero 
aman who is represented as deeply loving two 
women at the same time. One of the women is his 
wife, a hopeless invalid, and the other is a very 
charming widow. The characters discuss their 
singular relations in a lofty tone, which is really 
refreshing ; we doubt, however, if the high moral 
ground assumed for them is tenable. The book 
is, nevertheless, sufficiently well written to requite 
a perusal.

_ STORIES OF INFINITY, by Camille Flamma- 
rion, translated from the French by S, R. Crock- 
er. (Roberts Brothers.) It has passed into a 
saying that the French popularize what the Ger- 
mans originate, and certainly if French scientific 
labors appear superficial to German scientists, 
German science is dull tothe French. The present 
volume admirably illustrates this idea of the pop- 
ularization of sciences. It is even more: itis one 
of “ the fairy tales of science ” alluded to by Ten- 
nyson in “Locksley Hail.” We are treated in 
“* Stories of Infinity” to a fairy astronomy, very 
fanciful, even though mathematics are, to some 
extent, introduced by the author to give warrant 
for the faith that isin him. For the word “faith,” 
however, it might perhaps be better to write “ im- 
agination”—through a portion of the book. The 
third part, entitled ‘‘In Infinity,” is apparently 
the most scientific, although “The History of a 
Comet” makes no mean pretensions to scholar- 
ship, The first division is called ‘ Lumen.” 
Lumen is a disembodied soul, and gives toa 
friend, who was by him in his last illness, a de- 
Scription of his experience after death, On the 
244th page is a piece of hieroglyphical writing, 
sent by Lumen from the world of spirits (for we 
still meet with this personage toward the end of 
the book, which contains in all 287 pages). These 
hieroglyphics, taken with the attendant elucida- 
tion, are ingenious ; indeed, ingenuity is Flamma- 
"on s crowning characteristic, as here displayed. 
But he rises higher than this faculty, inasmuch as 
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he infuses the breath of poetry into his narration. 
The work is well translated. 16mo, cloth, $1.50. 


THOREAU, THE POET-NATURALIST by Wil- 
liam Ellery Channing. (Roberts Brothers.) 
Thoreau is a in character our literature; emi- 
nently a character, for while others excel him in 
elegance of finish, in him, perhaps more than in 
any of them, the maz strikes through the words. 
At the period of the excitement consequent upon 
the execution of John Brown, he strikingly evinced 
his sterling earnestness. Mr. Channing gives us 
a sort of running biographical sketch, with a por- 
traiture, sometimes so affectionately mirute as to 
border on triviality. On pages 239-40 will be 
found a complete list of Thoreau’s works. Par- 
ticularly graphic is the account of his death, com- 
mencing on page 318. Mr. Channing has added 
to his memorial of Thoreau some poetry styled 
“ Memorial Verses, illustrating chiefly scenes of 
Thoreau’s life.” Of these poems, “‘ Truro,” in the 
metre of Tennyson’s ‘‘In Memoriam,’’ is a fine 
production, the word-picture of an old wrecker be- 
ing extremely powerful. The style in which the 
book is couched is literary, but not always idio- 
matic, and savors of those peculiarities seen in the 
writings of Emerson and Alcott. It may be that 
the keen climate of Concord tends to make both 
the writer and the writing epigrammatic. 12mo, 
cloth, $2.

GERMER BAILLIERE has nearly ready the fourth 
volume of Taxile Delord’s “‘ History of the Second 
Empire.” 

THE books in raised letters for the blind which 
gained the American Printing House for the Blind, 
Louisville, Ky., a medal of merit at the Vienna 
Exposition, were not prepared in extra purple and 
fine linen for the occasion, but selected from the 
ordinary stock in hand. It is stated that the best 
books of this institution have, however, been pub- 
lished since the Exposition was opened, and were 
not on exhibition. 


ProF. DE GUBERNATIS is at work on a “ Hand- 
book of Indian Mythology” (Trattato di Mitologia 
Indiana). Three volumes from the pen of this in- 
defatigable writer will be issued in the next few 
weeks: “ Ricordi Biografici,” a réprint of sketches 
of contemporary Italian writers that have appeared 
in the Xivista Europea, of which the Professor is 
editor; a legendary drama called “ Romulus,”’ 
and an autobiography under the title of “ Ricordi 
e Confessioni d’un Operaio Italiano.” 


THe Chaucer Society renews its appeal for help 
in preparing the Concordance to Chaucer’s Works, 
which is in progress. The former appeal resulted 
in securing workers at all the Canterbuty Tales, 
except the Wife’s, Friar’s, Summoner’s, Second 
Nun’s, and Canon’s Yeoman’s (the six-text of the 
Parson’s is not yet out).

WARD, Lock & TYLER have issued the first 
number of the Vew Quarterly Magazine. A high- 
class literary and social periodical is promised: it 
is to contain more printed matter than any pub- 
lished magazine, and, in addition to papers on 
topics of general interest, two or more complete 
tales will appear ineach issue. The price is 2s. 6d. 


BULWER, in the ninth book of his “ Parisians,” 
which he intended to publish anonymously, sets 
the following little trap to catch the critics : “There 
is something in J ord Lytton’s writings—writings 
so numerous that I may be pardoned if I cannot 
remember where—a critical definition of the dif- 
ference between dramatic and narrative art of 
story.” 

Murray has in preparation a work by E. R. 
Robson, Architect to the London School Board, 
called ‘* Schoolhouses for the People,” containing 
directions for the planning, building, &c., of school- 
rooms; a book by Robert Kerr, styled “A Small 
Country House: a brief, practical Discourse on 
the planning of a Residence to cost from 2,000/. to 
5,000/.”; and new editions of Mr. Street’s volume 
on “ Brick and Marble Architecture of the Middle 
Ages,’’ and of Kuger’s Handbooks. 


CHAPMAN & Hatt are shortly to publish “ Rich- 
ard Wagner and the Music of the Future,’’ by Dr. 
Hiiffer. It will contain much new matter on the 
history of modern music. 

THE private collection of fine engraved theatri- 
cal portraits, books, and pictures of the late Mr. 
T. H. Lacy, the well-known theatrical bookseller, 
is, in accordance with the will of the deceased, 
to be sold at auction, by Sotheby, Wilkinson & 
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Hodge, in November or December next. 


It com- 
prises a most extensive series of the works of our 
principal dramatists; and among the engraved 
portraits are many of great rarity and interest. 


G. BELL & Sons have in preparation, to be pub- 
lished in a week or two, ‘‘ Memoirs of Sir E. Land- 
seer,” by Mr. F. G. Stephens, being a new edition 
of * Early Works of Sir E. Landseer,” with addi- 
tions and reproductions of some of the artist’s 
more important works. 


THE receipt of the “‘ General Index Official Pa- 
tent Gazette” for 1872 reminds us of a great and 
praiseworthy reform in the editing and issue of 
our Patent Office documents, which ought to be 
imitated in other departments. Instead of the 
old and poor Patent Office report, which used to 
appear two or three years behind-hand, and was 
of doubtful utility to anybody, Commissioner Leg- 
gett now issues an ‘‘ Official Gazette” in monthly 
parts, containing an intelligent catalogue of new 
patents, with the essential data regarding their 
issue and concise statement of the nature of every 
device patented. It also contains a thoroughly 
classified digest of recent patent decisions and 
other well-edited matter pertinent. This official 
magazine is very properly offered to the public at 
a regular subscription price of, we believe, $5.00 a 
year. Thus it affords the patent news promptly 
and intelligently to those who want it bad enough 
to pay for it. The arrangement, it is hardly ne- 
cessary to say, is much liked by all inventors and 
patent people, with whom in general the present 
administration of the office is, we believe, satis- 
factory. The true principle of issuing nearly all 
documents should be to make them of such value 
that somebody will be willing to pay enough for 
them to meet the expense of publication.—Spring- 
field Republican. 


“GERMAN National Cookery for English Kitch- 
ens ” is a new book abroad that might well be nat- 
uralized here. Why doesn’t somebody, suggests 
an exchange, get up an eclectic cook-book, that 
shall give recipes from the kitchens of all na- 
tions ? 

A NEW poem by the author of that somewhat 
successful philosophicalj novel in verse, “ Olrig 
Grange,” is promised. 

F. W. RoBINson,: the well-known novelist, is 
now writing a new story to be called “ Second 
Cousin Sarah.” 


THE fifth volume of Kinglake’s great work, his 
history of the Crimean War, is the most notable 
recent announcement in England. 


“NOTABLE Shipwrecks” is the title of a work 
that will shortly be published by the Cassells. It 
will contain popularly told narratives of all the 
remarkable shipwreckst hat have occurred, from 
the wreck of the old Royal George to the loss of 
the City of Washington last July. The list of 
shipwrecks of course includes the Atlantic, North- 
fleet, Magera and Captain. The work is by 
** Uncle Hardy,” a nom de plume assumed by Mri. 
W. Senior. 


Miss ANNIE CAREY, an English lady, is now 
preparing a work which will be entitled “The His- 
tory of a Book.” In it the various stages through 
which a book passes, from the manufacture of the 
paper to its publication, will be described and il- 
lustrated, together with an account of the manu- 
factures employed in its production. 

Rev. E,. E. Morris’s series of histories, to be 
gpg in England by the Longmans, will have 
or a special object to promote ‘‘a horizontal 
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rather than a vertical study of history,” 7, ¢, each 
volume will be a history of all the states of Eu- 
rope at a particular period. 


Universalist Publishing. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Christian Leader, 
the organ of the Universalist denomination, has a 
letter in a late issue of that journal, in which he 
enters strong and wise on against the system 
of bookselling adopted by it. We quote such 
parts of the article as seem to give a fair idea of 
its contents and purpose : 


I have always been of the opinion that so soon as it came 
into possession of sufficient capital to pass from the hands of 
its incorporators and originators to its professed position asa 
denominational publishing house, which happened two years 
ago, it should at once begin to discover its way to a more pop- 
ular position among our own people and with the general 
public. The policy you deprecate, as adopted by the House, of 
dealing directly with the parishes, may have seemed, and may 
haveactually been the only safe one for the House, starting 
asit did. But once well under way, and with a small though 
very important list of publications, which should find the 
denominational and public markets in every considerable city 
and village in the land, it is inexplicable to the uninitiated 
why the dealing-with-the-parish policy is longer followed. 
For what does that policy imply? First of all, that every 
dergyman shall constitute himself a self-appointed and unsalar- 
ied agent for the Publishing House, providing he desires to see 
his people more famillar with our own literature. . . But both 
time and disposition are for the most part wanting with our cler- 
gy in this work. . . It devolves on the minister who attempts 
it an amount of corresponding inquiry, running to this house 
and that individual, and little details of financial transactions, 
which together end in vexation,and often in misunderstanding, 
if not in out and out loss to the self-constituted agent. Hence, 
little or nothing is attempted by our pastors. But without their 
active co-operation, the Publishing House cannot reach one 
in twenty of the families of our churches. Even those fami- 
lies who habitually read our papers, and in every number see 
the list of our books advertised, will not go to the trouble of 
ordering a book by letter once in a hundred times, though they 
desire it ever so much. To say nothing, therefore, of the 
possible sale of our literature to members of other denomina- 
tions and those of no particular church, the policy of dealing 
directly with our pastors and parishes, relying on resolu- 
tions at conventions, the help of the clergy, and advertising ia 
our denominational préss alone, is, to say the least, a very in- 
adequate policy, and provocative of an increasing rather than 
a diminishing indifference among our people about our litera- 
ture. In Lockport, Auburn, and Grand Rapids, I have found 
during my ministry in each place, booksellers who were not 
only willing but would have been glad to place our publications 
on their shelves. But inquiry in every case has shut the door 
I had opened, because our literature is purposely withheld 
from the trade. I could have found sale for not less than fifty 
volumes since I came to this city, had they been on sale in 
some one of the bookstores where I could have directed inqui- 
rers, and where, from the pulpit, and in private circles, and 
through our city press,I could have efficiently called attention to 
them. I have been made to blush time and again since residing 
in Grand Rapids by the pointed inquiry: ‘* Why can’t your 
literature, if you have any, be found at the bookstores?’ Some 
new departure is needed to place our literature before the de- 
nomination and the public more conspicuously, and ina man- 
ner to facilitate its sale.
